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CLASS  of  1991  HISTORY 

Sit  back  and  relax  my  friends.  We  are  about  to  embark  on  a journey  back  in  time  toponder  over  some  of  our  cherisiied 
memories  made  during  our  stay  at  Salem  High  School. 

on  our  first  day  of  school,  we  filed  into  the  M.  Ruth  Norton  Auditorium,  the  future  site  for  many  of  our  class  gatherings, 
ind  were  introduced  to  our  principal,  Mr.  Curtin,  who  with  the  assistance  of  his  staff  dictated  the  do’s  and  don’ts  of  high 
^tiool  life.  Soon  afterwards  we  learned  that  the  school  consisted  of  more  than  a fieldhouse  and  an  auditorium.  We  had 
een  turned  loose  into  the  long,  confusing  corridors.  We  admitted  that  we  were  freshmen  and  seeked  the  advice  of  the 
ipperclassmen.  it  didn’t  take  us  long  to  get  the  hang  of  blue  on  green,  orange  on  blue  and  green  on  orange.  While  we 
nay  have  been  nervous  and  unsure,  we  certainly  were  not  naive.  We  were  wise  to  the  upperclassmens’  pranks.  We 
mew  there  was  no  pool  nor  a purple  fourth  floor.  But  the  upperclassmen  were  Just  that.  Whoever  thought  we  could  gain 
■heir  status,  knowledge  or  height?  However,  we  managed  to  'hold  our  own’.  The  school  got  their  first  taste  of  our  school 
spirit  at  the  annual  Pep  Rally.

Mrs.  Baker  was  the  permanent  replacement.  Both  our  boys  and  girls  showed  off  their  artistic  ability  through  the  cre- 
ations they  created  on  the  top  of  their  heads.

Winter  brought  us  Christmas  Break  and  also  an  occasional  snow  day.  Again  the  M.Ruth  was  lavishly  decorated  — it  was 
our  first  social  event  as  upperclassmen,  the  Winter  Cotillion.  It  snowed,  but  we  had  a great  time  nonetheless.  After  the 
snow  melted,  spring  arrived  as  did  our  Junior  Prom  held  at  Jimmy  Allenhursts.  We  showed  the  school  that  we  could 
■ook  fantastic  and  that  we  could  have  a great  time!  Soon  afterwards  the  seniors  said  goodbye  and  we  still  had  one 
nonth  of  school  left.  We  were  the  unofficial  “Big  Cheese”. 

September  rolled  around  again  and  for  the  last  time,  we  wandered  aimlessly  through  the  main  foyer  and  into  our 
c lassrooms  for  our  first  day  of  school.  It  marked  the  beginning  of  the  end.  The  familiar  hallways  no  longer  seemed  so  big 
or  scary  (except  for  the  occasional  falling  ceiling  tile.)  We  finally  reached  the  status  that  had  seemed  unobtainable. 
Could  it  be  that  we  were  as  big  and  important  to  the  underclassmen  as  the  seniors  had  seemed  to  us? 

Our  fundraising  took  off  immediately.  We  finally  sold  the  last  bag  of  lollipops  (bumper  stickers  are  still  available  though 
it  anyone  is  interested).  The  concession  stand  at  the  football  games  was  quite  profitable  as  well  as  the  Carnival  and 
Dunking  Booth.  Saturday  mornings  with  the  SATs  and  Achievement  Tests  were  back,  but  we  were  used  to  it  by  now. 
There  was  so  much  to  do  — was  it  possible  that  anything  could  get  done?  Some  sweated  over  college  applications  and 
essays,  others  put  it  off  (afterall  we  are  notorious  for  procrastination!)  and  there  were  even  those  who  were  trying  to 
figure  out  what  they  wanted  to  do.  We  did  however  manage  to  still  enjoy  ourselves,  afterall  we  were  still  young;  we 
didn’t  have  to  be  that  serious  Just  yet. 

The  Cotillion  came  and  as  always  we  showed  those  underclassmen  how  to  decorate.  Soon  afterwards  it  was  time  to 
settle  down  and  we  began  to  plan  the  Senior  Show.  Operation  Senior  Show  almost  didn’t  happen,  it  wasn’t  until  days 
before  the  opening  that  we  pulled  together.  Somehow  it  took  off  and  our  honoring  of  the  service  men  and  women  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  would  have  made  fhem  proud,  it  was  one  of  the  most  hysterical  and  successful  shows  to  date!  The  final 
stretch  was  soon  upon  us.  Our  days  were  numbered.  The  Senior  Countdown  went  up  and  before  we  knew  it  May  24th 
was  upon  us.  Many  seniors  were  honored  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication  at  the  Honor  Banquet  held  in  Lake  M.Ruth 
Norton. 

Yet  to  come  is  Senior  Week:  the  Prom  at  the  Sheraton-Tara,  the  Cruise,  the  Luau,  and  finally  our  last  time  together  as 
SHSstudents,  graduation.  It  only  seems  appropriate  that  we  meet  in  the  M.Ruth  Norton  Auditorium,  for  this  is  where  it  all 
oegan,  years  before  when  we  were  first  assembled  as  a class.  It  is  a time  of  happiness,  yet  also  sadness.  Some  of  us 
will  further  our  education  at  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  country,  some  will  head  out  into  the  work  force, 
some  will  enlist  in  the  service  and  there  are  even  a few  who  will  prolong  their  stay  at  SHS. 

We,  the  Class  of  ’91,  will  be  gone,  but  we  certainly  won’t  be  forgotten.  Our  accomplishments  are  varied  as  they  are 
numerable.  They  range  from  athletic  titles  at  both  the  state  and  local  levels  to  the  success  of  the  academic  clubs,  from 
award  winning  music  ensembles  to  a literary  magazine,  the  list  goes  on  and  on.  We  have  made  it!  Through  all  the 
headaches  and  heartaches,  friends  and  foes,  laughter  and  tears,  A’s  and  Fs,  detentions  and  suspensions.  We’ve  made 
it!  The  true  measure  of  our  success  is  found  in  the  relationships  and  friendships  we’ve  made.  And  for  one  moment  let  us 
Slop  and  try  to  recapture  the  glory  of  the  hour.
